For three days the battle was most
bitter.

HINDENBURG WILL
LACK IN POWER

German Reserve Force Be-
lieved Reduced Now to
Less @4{‘0,000

New York, Juse 6.—Whatever sectors
Vou Hindenburg may choose for his
unoxt sacrificial offerings of Germuan
manpower, the future pnsls ughts chanot
develop the power of those that have
passed, becpude Germany's reserve for
¢ed now have been depleted to a high
ly serious degree,

Bince the beginwing of the German
spring offensive on March 21, Voo Hin
denburg has lost at lesst bulf o mil
lion of his resseves. These have beey
used up both by furnishing new men (o
replace cusuplties and by taking over
the setive proteetion of the extensiony
of the German front. It is improbable
that Von Hindenburg sow has in re
serve more than 400,000 troops snd the
number may not exeoed 320,000,

Thin is enough for another effort te
shelter the allies' line. but it is not
cuough to permit any degree of pes
sistence in such an attempt. Each fail
ure Lo break through or to reach a vital
point now beeomes a dangerous hamdi-
eiap to Von Hindeuburg, if he gning a
few miles of territory. Every extra
mile of frontsgs taken over by Vou
Hindenburg roquires the withdrawal of
six thousand men from the Gorman re
serves for ita protection. And yet, how
ever, stratdgically wise it may be for
Vou Hindenburg to hegin to shorten his
line at now-ossential points, he fears to
do 5o becsuso of the effect a votiring
movement would huve upon Germun op-
inion at hand,

Every extra mile of entrenchmenty
requires a simllar weakeming of Gen
eral Foel's reserves, but the ultimate
effect 15 far differeny for the allies
beeauss they ame rot yet pn too defen
sive, The depletion of Von Hinden
burg’s reservos ju order fc gused. aw
extentlon of the front miesany a wenk-
ening of Germany s findl effort to win
the war by offensive taotics Bug it
would suit General Fochi®s taeties por-
fectly, if all of hia own mobile rescrves
were to b used to man new miles of
trenches, provided a similarly fixed
duty were enforeed upon all of Von
Hindenburg s mobile reseryves.
